UMW CHIEF MAY BE 
USING OLD TACTICS 


Strategy of Trying to 
Split Opposition, as 
Done Two Years Ago 
and Last January, In- 
dicated. 


WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP).— 
The War Labor Board today or- 
dered a public hearing for tomor- 
row on the unresolved issues in 
the coal mine wage dispute while 
almost simultaneously a fresh pos- 
sibility of agreement between the 
miners and some of the operators 


arose. 

The operators, both North and 
South, already had formally noti- 
fied the WLB by telegram that no 
agreement on portal-to-portal pay 
or other issues had been reached 
within the 15-day period allotted 
by the board. Both sides had 
openly conceded late yesterday 
that negotiations were in a state 
of virtual collapse. 

The possibility developed today, 
however, that UMW president 
John L. Lewis was using his pre- 
viously employed strategy of split- 
ting off some of the operators and 
signing with some of them. 

This was only in the realm of 
possibility and no one would haz- 
ard a prediction. However, a sud- 
den burst of activity developed 
when the joint wage conference 
reconvened this morning. The min- 
ers had refused yesterday to agree 
to the motion by the operators to 
adjourn pending the call of the 
chair. 


Lewis Meets O'Neill. 


Lewis and Charles O'Neill spent 
more than an hour conferring pri- 
vately today. O'Neill is the prin- 
cipal spokesman for the Northern 
Appalachian group of operators 
which signed up separately with 
the United Mine Workers two 
years ago, and did the same thing 
in January when a supplementary 
agreement was being negotiated to 
cover six-day operation of the 
mines. 

In a telegram to the operators 
and Lewis, the board said it would 
be ready to receive tomorrow 
“such reports as any party to the 
dispute may care to submit on the 
issues still in dispute or on any 
phase of the board’s directive 
order of May 25, in order that the 
board may proceed to final dispo- 
sition of the controversy.” 

Thus far in the three-month 
controversy, Lewis has consistent- 
ly refused to recognize the board’s

Mother’s Conduct Shows 
‘Utter Disregard af 
Their Future Welfare,’ 
Judge Says in Making 
Decision. 


Custody of the young son and 
da of.C, Powell Fordyce, St. 
Louls attorney, and his former 
wife, Mrs, Nancy Hosmer of Bos- 
ton, was transferred from _ the 
mother to the father in a decision 
handed down today by Circuit 
Judge Fred ‘E. Mueller of Clayton. 

In a 13-page memorandum giv- 
ing the grounds for ‘his decision, 
Judge Mueller credited the father 
with “unusual interest and solic- 
itude” for his family and assert- 
ed the mother’s conduct “showed 
an utter disregard for the best in- 
terest and future welfare of the 
children.” 

Both parents had remarried since 
the mother was divorced by For- 
dyce in the fall of 1940. The divorce 
decree had placed the children, 
Nancy, now 8 years old, and Came- 
ron, 5, in the mother’s custody dur- 
ing each school year and had given 
the father custody during the sum- 
mer months. 


Children Must Stay in Missouri. 


Judge Mueller’s decision served 
to reverse the custodial status, plac- 
ing the children in the father’s 
care during each school year and 
in the mother’s care during the 
Christmas and summer holidays. 
At no time, however, may the 
mother take the children out of the 
State of Missouri, Judge Mueller di- 
rected, 

“The Court believes it would not 
be for the best interest and wel- 
fare of these children to send them 
out of its jurisdiction into an at- 
mosphere permeated by such ideas 
and sentiments relative to the re- 
sponsibilities of motherhood and 
family life,” Judge Mueller stated, 
referring to evidence that the 
mother had voiced her disapproval 
of the “dewy-eyed mother com- 
plex” and had placed a singing 
career above motherhood. 

“Put Own Happiness First.” 

“The Court most definitely feels 
that, all things being equal, the 
best place for children is with the 
mother,” Judge Mueller declared, 
“but in the present case all things

JEFFERSON CITY, June 9.— 
Denial on behalf of the State Pris- 
on Board that there had been bru- 
tal punishment of prisoners in the 
State Penitentiary here and decla- 
rations that disciplinary conditions 
are much better than in former 
years were made before Gov. For- 
rest C. Donnell today, in sharp con- 
trast to testimony last night by a 
succession of convict witnesses con- 
cerning beatings, standing for 
hours on a line and “hanging up” 
of inmates by handcuffing their 


wrists above their heads to cell: 
doors. 

After a morning of testimony 
for the State board, both sides in- 
dicated that the phase of investi- 
gation dealing with punishment of 
prisoners was complete and the 
hearing was temporarily adjourned 
until June 29, when charges deal- 
ing with prison mismanagement 
probably would be taken up. 


Convict Compares Conditions. 

Howard Hall, serving a life sen- 
tence for murder of a deputy 
sheriff in St. Louis County, testi- 
fied that “it was pretty brutal 
when I first came in in 1931,” de- 
claring that he saw guards beat 
prisoners with clubs for failure to 
complete allotted tasks in the in- 
dustrial shops. 

Hall, who has served as secre- 
tary to four wardens and is now 
secretary of the Selective Service 
Board in the prison, asserted that 
conditions. are “much improved” 
now, and that the present prison 
administration had improved the 
situation over the preceding one. 

Maurice Haney, inmate superin- 
tendent of the prison school, testi- 
fied that “this administration is 
much better than the preceding 
one,” and expressed the convcition 
that 150 to 200 men out of the 
2900 prisoners were responsible for 
all prison trouble. “The large ma- 
jority of the guards are tolerant, 
understanding and patient with the 
men,” he asserted. 

He said he had talked to a num- 
ber of men who had “stood on the 
line,” and reported that when they 
returned. from this punishment 
they had laughed about it and re- 
marked, “why, I can do it on my 
ear.”

ABOARD A~ BRITISH DE- 
STROYER OFF PANTELLERIA, 
June 9 (AP).—A large British 
naval squadron and swarms of 
Allied planes attacked Pantelleria 
simultaneously yesterday in the 
most powerful onslaught yet made 
against Mussolini’s middle Medi- 
terranean stronghold. 

Not only for Pantelleria but for 
the Axis it was a dress rehearsal 
of inevitable doom—the most spec- 
tacular synchronized gea and air 
assault on enemy shores this far 
conducted in this war. 


Heaviest Shelling So Far. 


Frequently since the fall of Tu- 
nisia, Pantelleria has been bom- 
barded, but never with such con- 
centrated fury as this. 

Great guns of the fleet pumped 
screaming high explosive. shells 
into the capital city’s harbor works 
and batteries at practically point 
blank range for 45 minutes in a 
naval bombardment believed to 
have been the longest of the war 
in the Mediterranean. 

Before, during and after the 
naval shelling, aerial formations 
which seemed.to fill the skies 
blasted the island with big, me- 
dium and small bombs. Within a 
few heartbeats the entire 2700-foot 
high island was totally obscured 
by gigantic smoke clouds that bil- 
lowed a mile into the blue Mediter- 
ranean skies. 

From the bridge of this destroyer 
I have just witnessed the whole 
marvelous show. This ship is a 
unit of one of the several groups 
detailed to different target areas, 
but its assigned targets were 
switched at the last moment since 
they no longer existed, as a result 
of a bombing attack after we left 
port. 

Planes Go Over. 


Five minutes from Pantelleria, 
with the great hump-backed island 
looking like a reclining camel in 
the sea, an Allied aerial formation 
sped in low through antiaircraft 
fire and planted bombs accurately 
on its target. As they raced over- 
head we saw the planes were 
Lightnings.

DESTROYED IN NAZI REPRISAL 


Photo Indicates Lidice-Like Action 
“At Kandanos for “Murder” 
Of German Parachutists. 


CARIO, June 9 (AP).—Photo- 
graphs recently smuggled out of 
Crete indicate that the town of 
Kandanos on that Grecian island 
has been wiped out by the Ger- 
mans in a reprisal duplicating the 
destruction of the Czecho-Slovak- 
ian town of Lidice. 

One photograph shows a marble 
slab bearing this inscprition:

16 GLIDER PILOTS, 4 CREWMEN 
KILLED IN TRANSPORT CRASH 


Wing Apparently Struck Ground as 
Pilot Turned Toward Field 
on Encountering Storm, 

FORT BRAGG, N. C., June 9 
(AP).—Twenty men were killed in 
the crash of a Pope Field trans- 
port plane near  Laurinburg- 
Maxton air base yesterday, Col. 
Sam Price, Pope Field executive 
officer said last night. 

Two C-47 transports took off 
from Pope Field, aid base at Fort 
Bragg, about 3 a. m. on a routine 
flight to Laurinburg-Maxton. En 
route they ran into a_ thunder- 
storm and one plane turned back. 
Two hours later a searching party 
found the wreckage of the other 
plane, with bodies of all 20 pas- 
sengers and crew, within sight of 
the Laurinburg-Maxton field. 

Col. Price said the pilot ap- 
parently had found an opening in 
the storm and had sighted the 
field, but that when he attempted 
to turn toward the field a wing 
had struck the ground. Col, Price 
said the victims included four 
crewmen and 16 glider pilots. None 
was from the St. Louis area.

LIBERATORS GIVEN 
2000- MILE RANGE 
10 HUNT U-BOATS 


Big..Fuel- Tanks for 18- 
Hour Patrol—Are ‘V. 
L. R.’ Planes Churchill 
Spoke Of. 


LONDON, June 9 (AP).—The 
British Air Ministry disclosed to- 
day that Liberator bombers with 
a range of at least 2000 miles were 
the airplanes used in the “V. L. R.” 
(very long range) operations 
against Nazi submarines, referred 
to by Prime Minister Churchill in 
his address yesterday. 


The Liberators are equipped with 
especially large fuel tanks in 
order to carry depth charges such 
great distances, the Air Ministry 
explained. 


The “V. L. R.”. aircraft operate 
from bases in the United States 
in co-operation with other Libera- 
tors from bases of the British 
Coastal Command in Iceland and 
Ireland. 

Before the Liberators were 
adapted to the long range opera- 
tions, Sunderland and Catalina 
flying boats were used to combat 
the U-boat menace. They were ef- 
fective over only a 400 miles radius 
from Great Britain, it was stated. 

Attack 1100 Miles Out. 

One recent Liberator attack oc- 
curred about 1100 miles from its 
base, the Air Ministry disclosed, 
adding that it was not unusual for 
Liberators to be on patrol for 18 
hours at a time. 

Churchill, in discussing Britain’s 
increased bomber effort which was 
initiated last year, said yesterday: 

“At the same time we took the 
measures which have thrown the 
very long range air power— 
V. L. R. as it is called—effectively 
into the anti-U-boat struggle. All 
this is now being brought to bear.” 

One of Britain’s top destroyer 
commanders, Lieut. Commander 
Richard S. Stannard, told the press 
today that American and British 
officers and sailors are convinced 
they “have the U-boats beaten all 
hollow.”

BRITISH LANDING 
ON LAMPEDUSA 
WAS ONLY A RAID 


Malta Communique 
tradicts Axis Version, 
Says Action Was Naval 
Reconnaissance. 


VALLETTA, Malta, June 9 (AP). 
— A British communique an- 
nounced today that light naval 
forces conducted a reconnaissance 
Sunday night of the shore defenses 
of the Italian island of Lampedusa, 
80. miles south of Pantelleria. The 
communique said the naval force 
suffered neither casualties nor 
damage, but that two members of 
the landing party did not return. 

This obviously was the same ac- 
tion described yesterday by the 
Germans as the repulse of a deter- 
mined effort by five companies of 
Commandos to take the island. The 
Germans said parts of the detach- 
ments which landed were wiped 
out by the Italian garrison. 

The Italians said a landing at- 
tempt on Lampedusa was “prop- 
erly repulsed” and several of the 
landing craft sunk. 


ITALIANS REVIEW 
3 YEARS OF WAR 


NEW YORK, June 9 (AP).—A 
Rome broadcast last night reported 
total Italian casualties of 633,251 
in the three years since Premier 
Mussolini’s declaration of war on 
England and France. 

In a verbal windup loo to- 
ward the third anniversary..tdmor- 
row of Mussolini’s fateful step, 
which President Roosevelt called 
a stab in the back, the broadcast 
said beginning of the fourth war 
year finds Italy “in the war's very 
front line” and “courageously fac- 
ing a series of difficult problems.” 

The broadcast pointed out that 
in the early days of the war the 
battlefields lay overseas or thou- 
sands of miles away from Italy’s 
home soil, then added: 

“Now a numerous and extremely 
well-equipped enemy is threatening 
directly from the south, and daily

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN

ranean and that the islands of Pan- 
telleria and Lampedusa have been 
the Allies’ first objective.”

Representative Ploeser (Rep.), 
St. Louis, a member of the com- 
mittee, said he had been advised 
“on very good authority” that ap- 
proximately 20 per cent of the en- 
tire civilian meat market is 
“black,” with from 25 to 27 mil- 
lion pounds of beef going into il- 
legal market weekly. 

Ploeser made his charge as the 
committee concluded three days 
of hearings on complaints by re- 
tail and wholesale grocers against 
OPA regulations. 

Statistics in Hide Market. 

The extent of the black market 
in beef, Ploeser said, was indicated 
in part by a study of statistics on 
the hide markets. 

Average prices of black market 
beef, he said, were from eight to 
12 cents a pound above ceiling 
prices for meat sold on legal mar- 
kets, with a heavy demand sup- 
porting the prices. 

Ploeser said he would ask the 
committee to make a special study 
of the black market situation and 
possibly to hold hearings in Chi- 
cago.

Officials at Prison Deny 
Charges of Brutal Handling 


instances the convicts “are not 
swinging from the bars” by their 
wrists, and that their feet rested 
on the floor with the’ weight on 
the feet and not on the wrists. 

Deputy* Warden’s Testimony. 

Deputy Warden Howard Couch 
said that so far as he knew no 
convict had been hung up with 
only his toes touching the floor 
“and I don’t believe it has been 
done.” He said no such punish- 
ment had been authorized by of- 
ficials, to his knowledge, and that 
no convict had complained to the 
deputy warden’s office. 

“You, Governor, or any one else, 
can come into this prison and get 
any kind of convict story he 
wants,” Couch said, “especially if 
he is a Representative or Senator.” 

W. L. Vandeventer of Spring- 
field, appearing as counsel for the 
Board of Penal Commissioners, 
clashed with Armstrong after the 
latter said a “high” prison official 
told him convicts had been “strung 
up,” but refused to identify the 
official at this time. 

“We think it is unfair for Arm- 
strong to quote unnamed persons 
here, to discredit of other officials,” 
Vandeventer told the Governor. 
“We think he should name him 
and let us hear his testimony.” 

Gov. Donnell said he had no pow- 
er to require Armstrong to testi- 
fy, but it was matter of great 
importance and that he hoped the 
name would be divulged at some 
point in the hearings. 

Several convicts testified a whip 
was used by guards in the punish- 
ment hall if men standing on line 
moved, sat down or fell down. A 
leather whip, with two thongs 
about the thickness of a man’s 
middle finger and about two and a 
half feet long, was shown to the 
Governor. 

James Myers, second-term con- 
vict from Nodaway County, told 
the Governor he had been hung up 
with his heels off the floor for 
about five hours, in an effort to 
get information from him about 
a robbery of the prison commis- 
sary last April. 

A similar story was told by Roy 
Fruit, fourth-term convict from 
Jasper County, who also was ques- 
tioned about the commissary rob- 
bery. Fruit asserted he was hung 
up by the wrists for parts of two 
days. 

Fruit charged punishment of 
convicts under the present admin- 
istration “hag been more cruel and 
inhuman than under:the previous 
administration,” 

A different viewpoint was given 
by Ernest (Blackie) Burnett, third- 
term Kansas City convict, who said 
he had been whipped in the pun- 


hishment hall last July, when re- 


captured after escaping from the 
prdison. A guard, R. J. Thomas, 
was cut with a knife by Burnett, 
in escaping. Burnett said he was 
whipped because he had attacked 
a guard and escaped, and added, 
“I was expecting it after I ran 


off.” 
Warden’s Explanation. . 

Disciplinary problems of the pen- 
itentiary are increased, Warden 
Paul E. Kaiser told the Governor, 
by a large turnover in prison per- 
sonnel under present conditions 
and lack of appropriations to make |* 
provision for training employes 
and segregation of convicts. Disci- 
plinary rules are made and en- 
forced by the warden and deputy 
warden, Kaiser said, and “some 
of the rules have to be made harsh 
because of the worse-type crim- 
inals.”

Detroit Prosecutor Given 
Transcript of CIO 
Man’s Telephone Talk 
With Caretaker.

DETROIT, June 9. — Prosecutor 


William E. Dowling was in pos- 
session today of a document to 
which R. J. Thomas, president of 
the CIO United Automobile 
Workers Union, referred last 
Sunday as “conclusive proof” that 
the Ku Klux Klan was the in- 
stigator of the recent unauthor- 
ized strike at Packard Motor Car 
Co. 

The document consisted of the 
transcript of a telephone conver- 
sation last Friday between an un- 
identified representative of the 
UMA-CIO and a man named 
“Uncle Charlie,” described as the 
aged caretaker of the Forest 
Social Club, 89 Forest avenue 
west, Klan headquarters in De- 
troit for the last several years. 

The transcript indicated that the 
unidentified union man telephoned 


the club and, posing as a Kian 
member, sought to engage "Uucle 
Chartie” in conversation about the 
strike. 

in on an extension 
telephone at the time was a New 
York newspaper columnist who, 
with the union man, signed the 
transcript as evidence of its 
veracity. 

During the conversation, the 
union man mentioned the names 
of several supposed Klan members 
who “were doing a swell job” at 
the Packard strike. Among those 
so named were Charles Spare, 
known as “Nightshirt Charlie” 
during the heyday of the Kian in 
Michigan several years ago. 

To several of these references 
to supposed Klan members “work- 
ing” at the Packard strike, “Uncle 
Charlie” is reported to have an- 
swered in language indicatiing he 
knew the men were so engaged. | 

At the Forest Social Club, re- 
porters found the door locked and 
only “Uncle Charlie” inside. The 
caretaker spoke through a narrow 
siot in the door, waving the re- 
porters away with the words: “No- 
body here, everyone gone.” 

Dowling declined to divulge the 
exact contents of the telephone 
conversation transcript other than 
to say that they might provide a 
lead on which to hang an investi- 
gation of Thomas’ charges that the 
Kian instigated the strike. 

Dowling is known also to have 
spent considerable time Tuesday 
in poring over records of the Black 
Legion trials of 1937-38 in an ef- 
fort to find some trace of connec- 
tion between the Klan-spawned 
organization and the Packard 
strike.

Rental Incomes Are Up 9 to 17 Pct. 
| Under Its Policy, OPA Survly Finds 


to Offset Other 


Owners Are Said to Benefit From Higher Rate 
of Occupancy, Fewer Calls for Repairs, 
Increased Costs. 


WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP).— 
Replying to real estate groups who 
have been petitioning for alter- 


ations in rent control, the Office 
of Price Administration said to- 
day that its surveys show that net 
operating income from rental prop- 
erties has increased by 9 to 17 
per cent since rent control was 
instituted. 

OPA explained that people paid 
their rent more regularly, keeping 
rental properties more fully. oc 
cupied, and accepting less main-| 
tenance service, offsetting in- | 
creased cost of materials and labor. 

The survey covered 40,000 family 
units in 20 large cities, all of them 
war centers. Inspection of actual 
accounting records, OPA said, 
showed that the average apart- 
ment under rent control in the 
last half of 1942 had net operat- 
ing income 17 per cent above the 
similar period in 1941. For one 


to four-family houses, the same 


survey showed an increase of 9 
per cent, 

Conceding that some landlord 
costs, particularly for materials 
and wages, have increased, OPA 
said: “These have been more than 
offset by reduction in other ex- 
penditures. Interior painting and 
decorating for tenants, which nor- 
mally consumes nearly half of re- 
pair and maintenance, has been 
sharply reduced as the competi- 
tive pressure which necessitated a 
large portion of this expense has 
given way to a seller’s market.” 

One of the principal complaints 
by landlords against OPA rent 
control has been refusal of the 
agency to adjust rents because of 
increased costs of materials and 
labor. 

OPA also cited the decline in 
foreclosures, the average stability 
of real estate taxes and other fac- 
tors as indications that landlords 
generally are not losing money 
under rent control.

Record Wool Supply on Hand, 
WPB Doubles Civilians’ Share 


Less Likelihood of Clothing Rationing—Cot- 
ton and Rayon Now Are 
Becoming Scarcer. 


WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP).— 
Prospects of avoiding clothing ra- 
tioning brightened noticeably to- 
day with the War Production 
Board's decision to double the 
amount of wool that may go into 
civilian fabrics. 

Barring difficulties with man 
power and machinery shortages, 
both described as “serious ob- 
stacies,” WPB said that the im- 
proved wool supply picture guar- 
anteed sufficient raw material to 
meet all essential civilian and 
military needs. 

WPB yesterday eliminated the 
provisions that made part of each 
manufacturer’s wool supply con- 
tingent on his mixing the fiber 
with rayon, cotton or other sub- 
stitutes. It appeared that the tex- 
tile situation had reversed itself, 
and that the rayon and cotton 
which WPB a year ago was urging 
manufacturers to blend into their 
fabrics to stretch the wool supply 
now appear likely to become 
scarcer than wool itself.

Unexpectedly heavy shipments of 
wool in munitions boats returning 
from Australia—a continent which 
appeared last spring likely to be 
lost to the Japanese, or at least 
cut off from shipping connections 
—and careful conservation of the 
domestic wool clip have boosted 
the raw wool stockpile to about 
1,800,000,000 pounds, greater than 
ever before. 


Wool growers’ spokesmen have 
estimated that this huge stockpile 
and the United States clips in 1944 
and 1945 would meet this country’s 
entire wartime needs until Janu- 
ary, 1946, without any imported 
wool arriving at all. 


EXECUTIVES CONVICTED

Two Found Guilty of Falsi- 
fying Production Costs 
of Explosives. 


BALTIMORE, June 9 (AP).—A 
Federal Court jury which deliber- 
ated for about four hours last 
night convicted two former execu- 
tives of the Triumph Explosives 
Co. of Elkton on charges of vio- 
lating the Renegotiations Act by 
falsifying and concealing produc- 
tion costs. 


The jury asked “that justice be’ 


tempered with mercy in imposing 
any penalty.” 

The conviction of Gustav H. 
Kann and Joseph Ben Decker, for- 
mer president and vice-president, 
respectively of Triumph, carries 
possible penalties of two years’ im- 
prisonment or a fine of $10,000 or 
both. Kann and Decker previously 
had been convicted on mail fraud 
charges accusing them of improp- 
erly obtaining $84,000 in company 
funds by making checks allegedly 
for commissions payable to a com- 
pany secretary. They have not 
been sentenced on that conviction, 
and motions for a new trial are 
pending.

She hit me on the head with it 
and when I tried to take it away 
from her, she knocked me down. 
I fell between two beds.” 

While on the floor, Lawrence 
said he felt something, which later 
turned out to be a hammer. He 
said, “everything went black” and 
he remembers nothing of the mur- 
der. Neither did he remember 
signing two confessions in which 
he admitted killing his wife and 
attempting to burn the body with 
gasoline, he said. At yesterday’s 
trial he testified deputy sheriffs 
beat and kicked him to obtain the 
confession. :

2,000,000 MAN-DAYS LOST 
IN COAL STRIKE; 3 TIMES 
ALL STOPPAGES IN APRIL 


WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP). 


HE loss from recent coal 

mine strikes totaled more 

than two million man-days, 
Or more than triple the loss 
caused by strikes of all kinds 
in April, it was estimated last 
night. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
said no official strike figures 
were available yet for any pe- 
riod later than April. However, 
statistics provided by an expert 
in the bureau added up to two 
million plus in the period since 
May 2, when President Roose- 
velt made his radio appeal to 
the miners to go back to their 
jobs. 

It is estimated that the idle- 
ness on May 1 and May 3, plus 
some scattered, local strikes later 
in May, cost about 600,000 man- 
days. The same source estimat- 
ed that between 325,000 and 350,- 
000 miners were idle for five 
days in June. 

Official, though preliminary, 
figures for April show there 
were 305 strikes in various in- 
dustries. These affected 200,000 
workers who lost 675,000 man- 
days. This was a substantial 
increase over March and was at- 
tributed by the bureau “largely 
to unrest among the bituminous 
miners.”

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WHY AFRICA WAS PICKED 


FOR INVASION: 


CHOICE MADE 


BY STAFFS, NOT ROOSEVELT 


U. S. and British Army Chiefs Ruled Out 3 


Other 
Plans Allowed for 


Possible Second Fronts — Their 


18,000 Casualties in 


Landings Alone; Actual Loss Was 1900.

WASHINGTON, June 9. 


W that further offensives against the European fortress are in 
the cards, it may be useful, for purposes of later comparison or 
contrast, to attempt a reconstruction of the background to the 

North African expedition, which resulted in the fall of Tunis and the 
largest bag of Axis prisoners captured in World War II, with the 


exception of Stalingrad. 


The present review is based on information pieced together from 
many sources, which cannot be hinted at beyond an assurance that 


they are not armchair strategists. 


The latter have more than once 


demanded instant action of one sort or another, only to find that 


the war’s master chieftains, with 


access to data out of reach of 


amateurs, have had that particular operation planned as far ahead 


a@s three, six or 12 months. 


The background story, which the 
writer can vouch for as substan- 
tially accurate, contains the fol- 
lowing high points: 

No one man—neither President 
Roosevelt, Prime Minister 
Churchill nor any military or 
naval officer—conceived the idea 
of invading Northwest Africa. 

The project was developed 
jointly and simultaneously by the 
general staffs of both powers, on 
the two sides of the ocean. 

The choice of Africa was 
reached by a process of elimina- 
tion. 

Churchill’s declaration that 
President Roosevelt was the au- 
thor of “this mighty undertak- 
ing” was not a statement of fact 
but an example of political 
diplomacy. It was intended prin- 
cipally for French consumption. 

If the Allied high command 
had been capable of the last 
touch of audacity, or perhaps of 
recklessness, Tunisia would have 
fallen at the opening blow, along 
with French Morocco, thus sav- 
ing months of time and thou- 
sands of lives. 

As a sign of the risks then 
calculated, the Allied command 
had prepared for 18,000 casual- 
ties in the landing operations 
alone. The actual figure was 
about 1900. 


How Choice Was Made. 

The ‘reconstruction, chronolog- 
{cally told, begins with Churchill's 
first visit to the United States, in 
December, 1941. Russia was press- 
ing for the opening of a second 
front. During January, 1942, 
Roosevelt and Churchill discussed 
possible theaters. Roosevelt is said 
to have thought that with a year 
or 18 months of preparation a 
frontal attack from England could 
be launched against Western 
Europe. Churchill is believed to 
have been concerned about Egypt, 
the Suez Canal and India, to save 
which the British at that time 
were of a mind to sacrifice even 
Australia temporarily, if necessary. 

The problem was submitted to 
the general staffs of the United 
States and Great Britain, who pro- 
ceeded to make a study on a pro- 
fessional basis. There were only 
four places at which an attack 
could be made. Norway, Holland 
and Brittany were successively 
ruled out—the first because of dif- 
ficult terraig, and the other two 
because of shipping aid aircraft 
shortages. It was acknowledged 
that a frontal assault would be 
suicidal without an umbrella of 
Planes sufficient to give air su- 
premacy, which is ae different 
thing from air superiority. 

North Africa remained. Under 
the conditions of the moment, it 
was the logical selection. There 
Was a good chance of catching 
Marshal Rommel and a big Axis 
force between the. blades of Allied 
pincers. The purpose was not just 
to make an attack, but to make 
one that promised dividends. The 
question was: ‘Where are we not 
only most likely to succeed but 
also to get something out of it?” 


U. S. Navy Viewpoint. 
Naturally, there were differences 
of opinion among the officers re- 
sponsible. The American Navy, 
which for years has based its 
strategy on war in the Pacific, had 
spokesmen who wanted first of all 


to go after the Japanese and pun- 


ish them fof Pearl Harbor and the 
Philippines. But the planners had 
reported, by the time of Churchill’s 
second arrival at the White House 
in June, 1942, that North Africa 
offered the best chance of success, 
This strategy was tentatively de- 
cided upon at White House confer- 
ences between MJRoosevelt and 
Churchill. By giving approval they 
ended all debate on the matter and 
assumed ultimate responsibility for 
the enterprise. 

Final plans are thought to have 
been made at London during July, 
when Gen. Marshall, Admiral King 
and Harry L. Hopkins visited the 
British capital. Marshall is the 
Army chief of staff, King is com- 
mander-in-chief of the United 
States Fleet and Hopkins is the 
President's most intimate adviser. 
' The principal change made was 
a postponement of the original in- 
vasion date. This was done chief- 
ly at the insistence of the British, 
who felt there must be no repeti- 
tion of the failures at Dakar and 
Dieppe. : 

The combined staffs pondered at 
length on the advisability of ex- 
tending the initial blow far enough 
eastward to include Tunis. It was 
determined—and the decision was 
regretted after the event—that 
three heavy chances were already 
being taken, and that the addition 
of a fourth would be too much. 


The Three Risks. 


The three unavoidable chances 


‘concerned French resistance, the 


reaction of Hitler and France and 
the violent surf which generally 
rages on the Atlantic shores of 
North Africa. The chiefs of staff 
could not be sure the French 
would offer no more than token 
opposition; and that Hitler would 
not dash down across the Pyrenees 
or incite Franco to attack the 
American flank from Spanish 
Morocco. As it turned out, the 
French did not fight seriously, and 
neither Hitler nor Franco moved. 
The surf, on the day of the land- 
ing, was phenomenally quiet. Dur- 
ing the 10 days of the Casablanca 
conference, it is related, there was 
not an hour at which invasion 
boats could have reached shore. 
From the vantage point of hind- 
sight, it was agreed later that 
Tunis could probably have been 
surprised at the outset, and that it 
was unfortunate the attempt had 
not been made. But it seemed at 
time, in view of other grave odds, 
that such an enlargement of the 


scheme would have meant pressing | 


fortune unduly. 

After the landing had started, 
Churchill lost no time in assuring 
Parliament that “President Rodse- 
velt is the author of this mighty 
undertaking, and in all of it I 
have been his active and ardent 
lieutenant.” According to one opin- 
ion, the Prime Minister thus as- 
sured himself of an alibi in case 
of failure. Primarily, the utter- 
ance was directed at the French 
in North Africa, in the belief that 
they would take more kindly to 
invasion under American than Brit- 
ish leadership. 

Far from having been an individ- 
ual matter, the notion of invading 
North Africa was so general last 
summer that one of the top offices 
of high command in Washington 
received a great many letters from 
the lay public, all of which de 
manded: “Why don’t you go into 
Africa?” 


4U. S, SUBMARINE CAPTAINS 
DECORATED FOR PACIFIC FEATS 


PEARL HARBOR, T. H., June 9 
(AP). — Four submarine captains 
who have sunk or damaged more 
than 150,000 tons of Japanese ship- 
ping, much of it near Tokyo and 
the mandated islands, were dec- 
orated with the Silver Star medal 
yesterday. 

Lieut. Com. Roy M. Davenport, 
Los Angeles, received a Gold Star 
in lieu of a second Silver Star for 
sinking a large Japanese transport 
despite its destroyer escort. The 
troop ship, operating in the man- 
dated islands, was fully loaded. 

Lieut. Com. Wreford G,. Chapple, 
Billings, Mont. was awarded the 
Silver Star for sinking about 11.000 
tons of shipping and damaging 
5000 tons. 

Lieut. Com. Raymond H. Bass, 
Los Angeles, making his first pa- 
trol as captain, sank a big freight- 
er and damaged a large naval 
tanker in the mandated islands. 

Lieut. Com. Eugene T. Sands, 
Talladega, Ala., received the Silver 
Star for sinking three freighters 
and damaging a large tanker and 
a patrol boat, 


450 U. S.-BORN JAPANESE 
REFUSE OATH OF ALLEGIANCE 


LOS ANGELES, June 9 (AP).— 
Ralph M. Gelvin, associate director 
of the Poston (Ariz.) relocation 
center, says 450 American-born 
Japanese at the camp have refused 
to repudiate their loyalty to the 
Emperor of Japan or swear al- 
legiance to the United States. 

Testifying before the Dies Con- 
gressional Subcommittee, Gelvin 


said yesterday that the refusals 
were written on questionnaires 
given to all the center’s evacuees 
more than 17 years old. Another 
180, he said, gave qualified or eva- 
sive answers, such as “I’m neu- 
tral,” to the loyalty question which 
asked: “Will you swear allegiance 
to the United States and foreswear 
alleglance to the Emperor of Japan 
or to any other foreign power?” 

Gelvin said there were about 11,- 
000 American-born Japanese of all 
ages at the center on the Colorado 
River. The questionnaire was sub- 
mitted to determine who could _be 
released to work outside.

Cover Britain's 
War Tragedies

The inte PY "Gran we 
é6é BOUT 15 enemy fighter 
A bombers dropped bombs at 
a place on the southwest 
coast of England. Damage was 
done and there were a number of 
casualties, including people killed.” 
It sounds prosaic; and viewed 
against the background of what 
Anglo-American bombers are doing 
to Germany it is an understate- 
ment. But because that message 
was typical of many similar ones* 
sent out from this advance post, it 
is worth putting the incident into 
its own local setting. 


Here was a typical holiday 
picture:—A blue sky flecked with 
fleecy clouds stretched out until 
they met the smooth blue sea. 
Gentle waves breaking frothily on 
scores of sandy beaches below red 
cliffs sloping off into lush green 
fields and climbing steeply to the 
villas dotting the hillsides. 

From this vantage point a 
Bofors gun crew gazed fixedly 
toward the sea, then swept their 
binoculars inland for a study of 
the little cliff-top village across 
the beach, sleepily peaceful in the 
early summer sunshine. On the 
beach below the glasses revealed 
scores of women and children 
basking contentedly or splashing 
happily in tiny waves. Here was 
peace, perfect and absolute. 


As the eye mounted the coast 
road to “Gunsite Corner,” I found 
myself recalling other similar 
shores—Cote d’ Azur, the Italian 
Riviera, Dalmatia. There perhaps 
fields were less green or sky and 
water bluer. But over all, the same 
gentle air of tranquility — sum- 
monses to repose. So it seemed 
there was something incongruous 
in finding this khaki-clad group 
at attention around a Bofors, alert 
as if expecting an instant order to 
open fire, while others hauled over 
reserve shells with quiet efficiency. 


Standing there in my white flan- 
nels, I found myself wondering how 
these boys managed to keep up 
their sense of reality when it was 
plain for all to see that they were 
playing a game of make believe. 

Then, looking up into the blue 
opening among the white clouds, 
20,000 to 30,000 feet above, I saw 
a vapor trail betraying an enemy 
reconnaissance plane. My first re- 
action was of some unseen artist 
beautifully executing his feathered 
tracery against the azure back- 
ground, seemingly interested only 
in the sheer, lazy beauty of his 
performance. And looking back 
toward the gun, I wondered. Am I 
mad, or are they? Either I have 
wandered to the front line improp- 
erly dressed, or these gunners have 
taken up their positions on the 
wrong set. Yet, still playing out 
their make believe, the gunners 
continued attentively sweeping the 
horizon expectantly. I asked them 
idly about their life and gathered 
that it was uneventful. And so 
we parted, I wandering downhill 
for a lazy lunch before a lazier 
afternoon of sunbathing. 


Two hours later, it came. Straight 
from that azure line where sea met 
sky, came tiny ‘specks, skimming 
the sea’s surface like a May fly 


_on a trout stream. In their aspect 


was something purposeful and 
menacing. The recumbent figures 
around were galvanized into sud- 
den motion. The guncrews swung 
their handles, took .aim, fired. 
Across the bay tracers cut flaring 
paths and bursting ack-ack made 
a cluster of ball puffs across the 
path of the approaching Focke 
Wulfs. 


One plunged to the sea, another 
to the land; a third disappeared 
into the tiny cliff-top town where 
detonations and smoky columns re- 
vealed a “high explosive incident.”

Generator, Could Burn 10 Nights— 
Packed in Liferafts. 


BLOOMFIELD, N. J., June 9 (AP). 

ETAILS of a tiny spotlight, 
D scarcely larger than a walnut, 

but powerful enough to have 
a theoretical range of 70 miles 
were disclosed today by the West- 
inghouse Electric and Manufactur- 
ing Co.’s lamp division. 

Ralph R. Brady, manager of 
commercial engineering at the 
lamp plant here, said the lamps 
are packed in the rubber life rafts 
“with which all ocean-flying mili- 
tary aircraft are now equipped.” 
Rafts are also being radio-equipped 
and Brady said flyers adrift might 
call for help over a distance of 
about 400 miles, then lead rescue 
ships the last few miles by using 
the light. 

Developed by Westinghouse en- 
gineers at the request of the Navy, 
the light may be flashed as.a sig- 
nal lamp by means of a trigger 
switch, Brady said. 

The six-watt lamps operate from 
a small hand-cranked generator 
included in the radio equipment, 
he said. With a 1500 candlepower 
beam, the lights. could burn 10 
nights and be visible many miles. 

Brady stated the lights have a 
theoretical range of 70 land miles, 
but water vapor in the air cuts 
down the range “somewhat” in 
actual use. Navy specifications, he 
added, were for a lamp providing 
a beam visible at least 10 to 12 
miles. 

“The lights fit on a band around 
the head, like a miner’s cap, so 
the man can have both hands free 
to hold on in rough weather,” he 
said. 

Smaller lamps are in use on life 
preservers and- cargo parachutes, 
but they scatter their light and 
are of lower candlepower than the 
new rescue lamps.

Decree Unsigned. 


It is considered that Ramirez's 
path toward constitutional govern- 
ment was smoothed through the 
failure of Gen. Rawson to sign the 
decree dissolving Congress before 
he resigned as provisional Presi- 
dent. For an unsigned dissolution 
decree is just so much paper. 

According to information from 
a reliable congressional source, 
Rawson issued the dissolution de- 
cree over the opposition of Ram- 
irez. Then, when Ramirez, who 
had not shaved, bathed or slept for 
more than two days, was tempo- 
rarily absent from the presidential 
palace, the decree was given to the 
press and radio.

WHERE WILL THE ALLIES STRIKE? 

For many months after the fall of Poland, the 
great question in every Allied and neutral country 
was, Where will Hitler strike next? 

Even after the winter of so-called “phony war,” 
when the Nazis broke the ufeasy truce by their in- 
vasion of Denmark and Norway the question re- 
mained, Would Hitler swing inftot he Balkans, or 
hurl his forces against the French Army, then called 
the world’s finest, and the supposedly impregnable 
Maginot Line? 

In.May, 1940, the Nazis began the offensive on 
the Western front that ended with the collapse of 
France, and the momentous question persisted. 
Would invasion of England be the next blow, or 
would new countries feel the weight of Nazi power? 

Then, in March, 1941, Mussolini began his Balkan 
adventure, and soon Hitler rushed to his partner’s 
aid with a campaign that did not end until Yugo- 
slavia, Greece and Crete had been overrun. The 
extraordinary aefial conquest of Crete pointed the 
portentous question toward Britain, and there were 
few prophets who knew the right answer—Russia. 

Even after Hitler's forces were deeply involved 
in the vast spaces of the Soviet Union, the question 
remained. Japan began its relentless march in the 
Far East, and there were predictions of a Nazi 
pincers movement leading to a joining of forces in 
India or on the Persian Gulf. What was Hitler's 
next goal of conquest? 

The British-American invasion of North Africa 
put the Allies on the offensive at last, but still the 
question was asked. Military experts gravely pre- 
sented the case for expecting a Nazi counterstroke 
through Spain or Turkey. 

The frequency with which this question came was 
a tribute, often an unconscious one, to Nazi prowess. 
Its reiteration was a victory for the propaganda 
campaign which presented Hitler’s fighting forces 
as invincible, able to select their next victim at will. 

Rarely does anyone ask nowadays, Where will 
Hitler strike next? Instead, the burning question of 
the day is its exact opposite: Where will the 
Allies strike next? This change in interrogatory 
sentences marks the turning of the tide no less than 
do the battle communiques, the war maps and the 
production figures. - 

Allied spokesmen are using their new advantage 
to even greater effect than the Nazis did in the 
departed days when their propagandists could set 
whole nations’ nerves on edge by craftily planting 
a rumor here, issuing a threat there or dropping a 
prediction over yonder. 

Winston Churchill, in his address to the House 
of Commons yesterday, made full use of this 
new Allied asset. His words gave no clew to friend 
or enemy as to what route the coming invasion of 
Europe would take, but they reiterated the over- 
whelming fact that now the time and place of action 
are of the Allies’ choosing, not of Hitler’s. 

He gave fair warning of what is to come: “Appli- 
cation upon the enemy of force in its most intense 
and violent forms.” He gave a hint as to how this 
will be done: “It is evident that amphibious oper- 
ations of a peculiar complexity and hazard on a 
large scale are approaching.” He reported on the 
spirit of the fighting men who will participate: 
“Extraordinary ardor and zeal to engage the enemy 
again at the earliest moment.” He did not slight 
the difficulties, but he breathed a spirit of high 
confidence: “We are prepared to win this war by 
hard fighting, and if necessary by hard fighting 
alone.” 

For more specific hints of the great events ahead, 
Axis and Allied supporters alike had the statement 
of Gen. Daniel Noce, American amphibious war ex- 
pert now in London, who told a press conference 
of elaborate preparations for the invasion of the 
Continent. The Allies “will have the force neces- 
sary to do it,” at sea, in the air and on land, Gen. 
Noce said. 

Civilian and military leaders alike have announced 
that the Allies are ready to go into action against 
Hitler’s stronghold, and with every expectation of 
ultimate success. Eagerly the world awaits the 
answer to the new question, Where will the Allies 
strike? Will it be by way of Norway, across the 
Channel, into Italy, through the Balkans or by a 
variety of routes? We have Mr. Churchil)'s word 
that we will know soon. | 
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THE “FACTS” ARE NOT ENOUGH. 

The lower house of the State Legislature gave its 
approval for a survey of Missouri’s public schools 
after being told by sponsors of the measure that 
“the State spends 48 million dollars on schools 
every two years, but we don’t know how to spend 
it intelligently because we can’t get the facts.” 

The facts, we submit, will be of but little help 
toward sensible school appropriations so long as 
there remains in force the constitutional provision 
that 25 per cent of all general revenues must be 
given to the schools, and so long as the legislators 
insist on raising this to 33 1-3 per cent. 

They and the delegates to the forthcoming Consti- 
tutional Convention can respectively put an end to 
this unbusinesslike system of blanket grants. The 
reform is overdue.

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IS THE MERIT SYSTEM PROGRAM DEAD? 

Has the bell actually tolled for adoption of a 
State merit system at this session of the Legislature?

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AN OBSTACLE IN CHINESE-AMERICAN RELATIONS. 

There is an immediate reason for repeal of the 
Chinese Exclusion Act aside from the matter of 
fair treatment of our Oriental ally in the war 
against the Axis. 

Clarence E. Meyer of the Standard Vacuum Oil 
Co., a longtime resident of China, tells Congress that 
the discriminatory laws are blocking negotiations 
of commercial treaties between the United States 
and China, which are sorely needed to iron out 
business problems arising from the recent abandon- 
ment of American extraterritorial rights in China. 

Extraterritorial rights, under which our laws 
were applied to our citizens under certain conditions 
in China, were doomed by the very nature of this 
war; to insist on their retention would have de- 
stroyed the meaning of our war for democracy and 
self-rule. Similarly, the half-centyry exclusion law 
flies in the face of President Roosevelt's four free- 
doms. 

The House can go a long way to make up for 
its slowness in other important matters by speeding 
passage of the measure which would put China on 
an immigration quota basis such as other nations 
enjoy. 

The setback in the House Immigration Committee 
to exclusion repeal should not be allowed to stand. 
Proponents surely can work out a bill which will 
meet objections to the first measyre. The new Dill

~—Ill-year veteran of the war against the Axis. 

MAKING FUN ILLEGAL IN ITALY. 

Even when, Mussolini’s railroads were still running 
on schedule, much of the fun had gone out of the 
sun-bathed land of Italy. When the casualty lists 
came in from Ethiopia and Spain, smiles vanished 
from the faces in the little hill towns. And when 
the lists of the dead were sent back from the 
Albanian mountains, gaiety became rare even in the 
Corso and on the Lido, oF 

“The strangest thing about Italy these days,” said 
one Swiss visitor, “is that you don’t hear any more 
singing, any more music—except that played for the 
tourists by the official band in the square.” 

Well, tourists—others than those in Nazi gray— 
stopped going to Venice and Naples long ago, so one 
can imagine what a grim country Italy has become. 
Yet it seems that Il Duce could not brook the idea 
that anything might have happened which he did 
not order, The desertion of the bathing resorts and 
the silence of a once singing people disconcerted 
him. So he has just promulgated a law against 
bathing suits and against strolling. musicians. 

Mussolini has made Italy a sad, sorry country— 
and how!

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HOUSE PASSAGE OF THE ANDRAE BILL. 

A definite gain in the long battle to rescue Mis- 
souri’s small borrowers from high interest rates was 
recorded in the House yesterday. By the overwhelm- 
ing vote of 106 to 16, it passed the Andrae bill, 
which authorizes banks to enter this field at interest 
rates so much lower than those charged by the 
small-loan companies that healthful competition will 
result, By an even larger majority, 106 to 5, the 
House approved the Nelson bill, which eliminates 
the exorbitant fees that loan and investment com- 
panies are authorized to charge. 

Now it is up to the Senate to follow suit and com- 


souri borrowers. Another important bill, however, 
still awaits action in the House. This is the Arm- 
strong-Gibson bill, which authorizes Missouri credit 
unions to expand their activities. Credit unions are 
co-operatives, organized for mutual benefit of their 
members rather than for profit. Their rates are 
lower than either the small-loan companies or the 
banks can offer. The credit union bill was reported 
out last week, and the House can achieve a material 
service to the small borrower by passing it at once.

Real Currencies in a Real World

American and British plans for an international money are not 
practical, says writer; chief obstacle is virtual disappearance of 
many monetary systems; however, dollar and pound remain with 
real value behind them; others will follow them as in the past.

ARELY has there been seen a more 

perfect example of academic futility 

and barrenness than in the two schemes 
for international money produced by the 
pundits of Britain and the United States. 
The sponsors of both plans seem to have 
overlooked the obvious fact that the dollar 
and the British pound are available as in- 
ternational moneys. 


Both schemes are very ambitious. While 
addressed primarily to the United Nations, 
they contemplate eventual inclusion of all 
nations of the earth, since they are aimed 
at the control of international trade. The 
provisions of both envisage contributions 
from adherents. 


Yet the authors of these plans must know 
that practically all of Continental Europe, 
excepting Russia and, possibly, Sweden, 
Switzerland, Spain and Portugal, will have 
ceased to exist as working nations when 
‘Germany and Italy shall have been con- 
quered, 


Their trade, especially that of Holland— 
deprived of the East Indies—will be gone, 
their monetary systems raped and ruined 
by deliberate action of the Nazis and the 
very stuff of which states are made—men 
of outstanding character and ability—large- 
ly killed or wrecked, 


The Role of Gold, 


There has never been an international 
money except for the period, roughly 100 
years, during which gold, more than any 
other metal, served as such under the aegis 
of a British whose position in trade, and 
skill in finance, held the world in a decep- 
tive cohesion until 1914, 


Quite outside either of the plans dis- 
cussed, although the American plan is based 
on gold and the British plan flirts with it 
in a cautious way while professing adher- 
ence to a purely “managed” international 
currency, is the still very influential die- 
hard group which rejects all managed cur- 
rencies, The simon-pure “sound money” 
people, whether professors and economists 
generally, editors, bankers or private citi- 
zens, are the true high priests of a dead 
orthodoxy. They insist on a return to gold 
100 per cent; convertibility, exportability, 
etc, etc, disregarding with magnificent 
aplomb all the practical obstacles which 
have made hope of such a return seem 
illusory to all but the really elect, 


Pound and Dollar. 


The obdurate differences among the three 
main groups of theorists represented by the 
British plan, the American plan and the 
“sound money” group indicate how chimer- 
ical it is to expect agreement. 


It is safe to say that neither the British 
plan of a clearing union nor the American 
stabilization scheme will be adopted, or any 
modification of either. 


No, when this war ends, the various cur- 
rencies of the world will be essentially what 
they are now, although it is probable that 
there will be close understanding between 
our Treasury and the British Treasury; as, 
in fact, there is now. The pound is now 
pegged to the dollar. This is not from any 
necessary inherent weakness in the pound. 
The war, the inevitable interruption to 
Britain's trade and services, and the ex- 
penditure of practically all of her gold to 
buy the necessities of wartime, have com- 
bined to cause the pound to be pegged to 
the dollar, 


| No one really knows what the pound is 


% 


worth. Nor does anyone know what the 
dollar is worth in a world stripped of com- 
petitive currencies and all off the gold 
standard. 

Yet the dollar sticks out like a sore 
thumb-—for two reasons. First, we are still 
the richest nation in the world. Second, 
we have close to 23 billions in gold. True, 
not a grain of this gold can be had in ex- 
change for our currency; yet the mere fact 
that the United States (if not the Federal 
Reserve) actually owns all this gold—and 
that, in case of need, it could be put 
back of the currency—leads the public to 
believe that the dollar is worth a dollar! 


Follow the Leader. 


The war will end with the dollar su- 
preme, and with the pound tied to it by 
agreement as now. 


That is enough as a working basis for 
the resumption of international trading 
without resort to barter. Such countries 
as may desire to do their clearing with 
Washington—for it will be Washington, not 
New York—will do so. Probably the entire 
Western Hemisphere, with the exception 
of Argentina, will follow the _ dollar. 
Argentina's ancient fealty was to the pound. 


Most of the rest of the world will follow 
the pound. The Sterling Area has been 
doing this to its entire satisfaction in the 
past. There is small reason to doubt that 
it will do so in the future. 


So we come back to the two richest and 
most powerful countries in the world, con- 
sidering Germany eliminated from the sit- 
uation, of course, and Russia out of the 
problem by her own choice. She has almost 
no monetary relations with the rest of the 
world, 


Reputation’s Value. 


It would be only too easy to show weak- 
nesses in the position of the dollar—and 
of the pound. But it is Hobson’s choice. 
The dollar is trusted for the reasons given 
above. The pound has had a long and 
honorable career. Its direct assets value 
may be dubious just now; but the charac- 
ter, trading ability and knowledge of fi- 
nance of Great Britain are second to none. 


If, then, two currencies—which means 
here, these two peoples—cannot get to- 
gether on a relatively simple basis to en- 
able the world to avoid barter, then there 
is surely no hope of getting the rest of the 
world in line. 


These moneys, despite all the dark shad- 
ings of our devaluation in 1933, and of 
Britain’s failure to stay on gold, are real 
currencies and real values. They are known 
as human beings are known. Their ways 
are already familiar to the world at large. 


Our present stabilization fund could be 
used with practically no change. Dealings 
between Britain and the Sterling Area fol- 
low a known, skillful, honest technique. 


With such a start and letting the older 
peoples develop after the war as circum- 
stances shall indicate, there may some day 
again be a standard comparable to the 
one which served the world well from the 
days of Napoleon to the outbreak of World 
War I. If so, it will be a natural growth, 
not an artificial creation.

is needed. For the resort to 
majority rule in international af- 
fairs is founded on ancient and 
ample precedent. In fact, it would 
have been impossible to carry on 
the business of the United States if 
international engagements had al- 
ways been placed at the mercy of 
one-third of the Senate. 

Under the agreements made with 
Canada in 1816 and 1817 there has 
been disarmament on the Great 
Lakes for more than a century. 
These agreements were made orig- 
inally not by a treaty ratified by 
two-thirds of the Senate but by 
the President under authorization 
of an ordinary act of Congress. 
This agreement has been one of 
the most beneficial and lasting in 
our history. 

The treaty by which Texas was 
annexed to the Union was signed 
in April, 1844, by Calhoun, the Sec- 
retary of State, and by the Texas 
Representatives, Van Zandt and 
Henderson. InJune the Senate 
rejected the treaty by a vote of 16 
ayes and 35 noes. The Administra- 
tion then decided to act by means 
of a joint resolution of both 
Houses.

S a matter of fact, our greatest 

foreign policies have not been 
founded on treaties submitted to 
the Senate or shaped by them. The 
Monroe Doctrine was announced 
to Congress. Our Chinese policy 
of the open door and our various 
arrangements with Japan, such as 
the Root-Takahira and the Lans- 
ing-Ishii agreements, have had 
greater effect than formal treaties. 
But they were not treaties, and 
were not placed at the mercy of 
a filibuster by one-third of one 
house of Congress. 

Experience has shown, therefore, 
how right was Washington when 
he said one month after the Con- 
stitution was adopted that the 
“evil,” when “one of the three is 
to have a negative control over 
the other two . . . will infallibly 
work its own cure.” The cure has 
been the executive agreement, rat- 
ified usually by majorities of both 
houses. 

Otherwise, we ‘should always be, 
as we have much too often been,

Gossett said he believed his idea | 
would solve two problems: Satisfy | 
those who want China treated 
without discrimination; and by re- 
dGucing the number who would be, 
admitted alleviate fears of some 
committee members — particularly 
Southerners—that a new minority 
problem would be created. Gossett 
gaid he or other members probably 
would introduce legisiation along 
this line. 

At the same time, Representative 
Magnuson .(Dem.), Washington, 
said he would introduce another 
bill, expanding on his original one, 
to admit Chinese on a quota basis 
and grant them citizenship. 

Magnuson said in a statement 
that if the committee failed to act 
on his bill before Congress ad- 
journs for the summer, he would 
circulate a petition in September to 
force a vote. 

“I believe that I can get the 218 
signatures needed for such action 
in a week and without any diffi- 
culty,” he declared.

CARRIER MEN CrEERED 
UNDER ENEMY ATTACK 


Lieut. Rupert Allan, Back 
From Pacific, Tells Also of 
Natives’ Little Wars. 


When’ the aircraft carrier Enter- 
prise was under attack by Japa- 
nese planes in the Pacific last fall, 
the men aboard behaved as though 
they were attending a baseball 
game, Lieut. Rupert M. Allan told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today, 

“Every time we winged an ene- 
my plane with our anti-aircraft 
fire, everybody screamed and 
cheered,” he reported. “It was all 
very amazing. I don't know why 
we cheered, but we just couldn't 
seem to keep from it.” 

Lieut. Allan, 30 years old, was a 
staff writer for the Post-Dispatch 
radio station, KSD, before he 
joined the Navy in February, 1942, 
to be trained as an air combat of- 
ficer. He served from last August 
until recently aboard the Enter- 
prise, the aircraft carrier that is 
credited with causing more dam- 
age on the Japanese Navy and air 
arm than any other ship in the 
United States fleet. Admiral Nim- 
itz has credited the Enterprise 
with the destruction of at least one 
of every type of Japanese combat 
vessel and hundreds of aircraft. 
Lieut. Allan is now visiting his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. R. M. Allan, 
Eureka, Mo. 

Frightened but Spendid. 

“For all our cheering, while 
under big attacks, I believe all of 
us were scared to death,” he said. 
“It was strange in a way that 
everyone, although frightened, was 
able to perform his job so splen- 
didly. Perhaps the fear made us 
more alive and awake to our 
jobs.” 

Lieut. Allan was on duty near 
where a large bomb struck the car- 
rier in one action. “I was stand- 
ing on a chair attempting to open 
a ventilator, when suddenly I 
found myself lying on the other 
side of the room. I cannot re- 
member any noise that the explo- 
sion made,” he related. 

“It gives one great encourage- 
ment, to watch our men in battle. 
We are lawyers and bank clerks 
and truck drivers pitted against 
men who boast of their military 
valor, and that they will not sur- 
render. 

“As a matter of fact, the Japa- 
nese do surrender. Their officers 
and crack troops seldom do, but 
their second line men often become 
hysterical and run away. Some- 
times they are captured. When 
they are they laugh and giggle, and 
appear to be embarrassed.” 

Use for the Last Bomb. 

Lieut. Allan said that, although 
food provided Navy men in the 
South Pacific is quite good, the 
men sometimes become tried of 
certain rations. 

“There was one pilot on the En- 
terprise who announced one day 
that he was saving his last bomb 
until the war is over, when he in- 
tends to drop it on the factory 
that makes a certain brand of 
tinned meat we eat. After he said 
that, we all took unusually good 
care of him, patted his plane and 
‘wished him luck each trip, so he'd 
be sure to get through the war to 
drop that bomb.” 

Native Tribal Squabbles. 

Although a global war is going 
on all about them, the natives of 
South Pacific islands ‘dé not let 
this interfere with their tribal 
squabbles, Lieut. Allan said. 

“Just before I left the South 
Pacific, there was quite a little 
war under way between one large 
village fighting two smal] villages. 
The two little villages were losing, 
and trying to negotiate a peace 
by offering the enemy 12 women 
and eight men. The big village 
was holding out for 20 women 
and 16 men.” 

Lieut, Allan, a graduate of 
Washington University, attended 
Toulouse University in France, 
and received his master’s degree 
from Oxford.

ALLEGED LEADER IN RACE RIOT 
INE. ST. LOUIS DIES IN OHIO 


Dr. Leroy N. Bundy, former East 
St. Louis dentist and politician, 
who, the State charged, was one 
of the Negro leaders in the race 
riots which took 45 lives in East 
St. Louis in July, 1917, died recent- 
ly at Cleveland, O. 

He was convicted of murder in 
the deaths of two East St. Louis 
detectives in the riots and was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment, but 
his conviction was upset by the 
State Supreme Court. He returned 
to Cleveland, where he had gradu- 
ated from Western Reserve Uni- 
versity Dental School at the age 
of 17. 

Entering politics there, he was 
elected to the City Council in 1929, 
iserving for eight years. In 1936 
he received a law degree from 
Western Reserve and practiced law 
in recent years. Death occurred 
May 29 of a heart ailment.

CRITICS PREDICT

ON MOST FOODS 


Byrd Tells Senate Subsi- 
dies Will Cost 5 Billion 
a Year, Lead to Regi- 


mentation. 


WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP).— 
Congressional critics of a rollback 
in food prices expressed belief to- 
day that a general price decrease 
for most .oods was in prospect, 
With the companion probability of 
more subsidy payments to com- 
pensate for lowered returns. 

This opinion was strengthened, 
they said, by disclosure before a 
Senate investigating committee 
that the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration already is planning to apply 
the rollback to fresh vegetables as 
well as to butter, meats and coffee. 

While the new order is not ex- 
pected to extend subsidy payments 
to vegetable producers or proces- 
sors, some opponents predicted that 
about 450 million dollars to be paid 
out for the 10 per cent in butter 


and meat prices would be “a drop 
in the bucket” compared with sub- 
sidies which they said would be de- 
manded for decreases in prices of 
ether foods. 


Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
predicted in the Senate that farm | 
subsidies would cost the nation five | 
billion dollars a year and result’ 
“in a complete regimentation of 


farmers and processors.” 


He said failure of the adminis- 
tration to ask for congressional 
authority for funds constituted “a 
sinister aspect.” 


Byrd was joined by Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, who said he would 
propose broad new restrictions 
against subsidy payments except 
where authorized by Congress. 


He declared, however, that he 
believed subsidies should be au-) 


thorized in some instances such as) 
to equalize transportation costs| 
when inequalities developed be- 
cause of the war emergency. 

Praise for the rollback-subsidy 
directive was voiced by witnesses 
representing affiliates of the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations, 
who called it a sign that OPA is 
“at last beginning to. show its 
muscles.” 

Benjamin Marsh, executive sec- 
retary of the Peoples Lobby, Inc., 
told a Senate Agriculture Subcom- 
mittee that Congress had created 
OPA, assigned it an impossible 
task and “is now trying to blame 
OPA for the stupidity or cupidity, 
or both, of Congress.”

Offers 9-Point Program 
to Meet Decline in 
Supply — Urges Single 
Administrator. 


NEW YORK, June 9 (AP).— 
Former President Herbert C. 
Hoover predicted last night that 
food supplies for American cities 
would be tighter next winter and 
spring than they were the past 
few months. Sag, 

Addressing a meeting of the 
American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, Hoover, who was World War 
I Food Administrator, asserted 
that “we will not starve,” but de- 
clared that termination of the 
European war in the next 12 
months would find us with “no 
consequential food supplies with 
which to feed three or four hun- 
dred millions of starving people.” 

Hoover delivered his address, 
which was broadcast, during a 
trial three-state blackout and was 
required to read his speech by can- 
dielight. 

Offers Nine-Point Plan. 

Declaring that a program such 
as he put forward would be “the 
only road that leads to the defeat 
of inflation, to decreased hardship 
in our homes, to assured support 
of our Allies and to peace for man- 
kind,” he advocated: 


sion of non-essential. food from ra- 


1. Consolidation of all authority 


over food production and distribu- 


tion under “one single responsible 
administrator.” Hoover added that 
“the food administrator must to- 
day be Secretary of Agriculture, 
and in the outcome of the war and 
peace should be recognized by his 


‘appointment to the new office of 


man power mobilization.” 

2. Decentralization of work un- 
der state, municipal and, county 
administrators, because “in no 
other way can farmers’ and con- 
sumers’ needs be adjusted to our 
various local conditions.” 

3. An increase of farm man 
power to levels higher than before 


the war, and planting of “40 or 50 


million acres more in 1944 than 
this year.” 

4. Addition of great amounts of 
agricultural machinery to handle 
the additional acreage, replacing 
the one year’s supply of machinery 
which he said, was wsed up 
“through suppression of manufac- 
ture.” 

5. Abolition of the system of re- 
tail and wholesale price ceilings, 
so that price fixing would .begin 
“as near as possible to the farmer,” 
with profiteering controls by regu- 
lation of trades- proceeding from 
there on. , 

6. Establishment of a farmers’ 
war committee on prices, and 
abandonment of ‘“‘so-called parities” 
for the war. 

7. Simplification of rationing by 
“decreasing the nurmiber and vari- 
ety of articles rationed,” exclu- 


tioning, and balancing consump- 
tion to production through ration- 
ing. 

8 Establishment: of war com- 
mittees in all processing. and dis- 
tributing trade with “major re- 
tributing trades with “major re- 
of food moving to the right spots.” 

9. Avoidance of subsidies, which 
he termed “delayed aggravation” 
which would not stop inflation. 

Predicts Merely Normal Crop. 

Hoover warned that “during the 
past year we were saved and our 
Allies were saved from disaster by 
the super bumper crop” which “is 
not likely to be repeated again,” 
and added: “We must realize that 
this food shortage will last for a 
minimum of four and possibly six 
years.” | 

Hoover urged the nation to as- 
sure itself against loss of the war 
on the food front by halting “the 
degeneration in agriculture,” and 
to “bring in a far greater produc- 
tion in 1944.” 

He appealed for draft deferment 
consideration for farm workers, 
saying they were engaged in a 
“rreat and indispensable service.” 
He said that farm boys should be 
called up for training immediately 
after the next harvest, and then 
“as many of them as necessary 
should be ordered back’ to the 
farm with their uniforms.” 

Appointment of a single author- 
ity “with power to control the food 
program” also was advocated by E. 
A. O'Neal, president of the feder- 
ation, in an address before the an- 
nual Northeastern Farm Bureau 
conference.

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RUSSIANS BEAT OFF 
GERMAN INFANTRY 
DRIVES NEARSEVSK 


Nazis Raid Gorki Third 
Time in Five Nights, 
Attack Leningrad Area 
in Daylight. 


MOSCOW, June 9 (AP).—Ger- 
man infantry thrusts near Sevsk, 
at the hinge of the important 
south central front, were beat- 
en off last night after about two 
companies of the attackers had 
been wiped out, the Russians an- 
nounced today. 

The communique ignored Berlin 
broadcast reports of a great Ger- 
man victory in the Western Cau- 
casus in which nearly 550,000 Rus- 
sians were said to have been killed 
in four great battles in the last 45 
days. The report, made last night, 
was circulated through propaganda: 
channels. 

Attempts by the Germans to re- 
eonnoiter Russian positions on the 
Donets River front south of Izyum 
failed when Red Army units 
opened up with mortars and ma- 
chineguns, said the communique. 

Dramatic acts of heroism have 
been performed night after night 
by Red Army pilots protecting 
Gorki, munitions center, 250 miles 
east of Moscow, from German 
raids, dispatches from that city 
said today. 

The Tispatches, describing the 
third raid in five nights, said seven 
enemy bombers were shot down. 

Long-range Russian bombers re- 
taliated for the Gorki attacks, 
emashing at enemy  airdromes 
northwest of Bryansk where Ger- 
man planes, ammunition dumps 
and supplies were rdported des- 
troyed. 

Another report of successful 
Soviet aerial battles came from the 
Leningrad front. A group of Ger- 
man Junkers-78 and Heinkel-111 
attacked in broad daylight, said 
front line dispatches, but Soviet 
pilots met the attack and shot 
down 22 Nazi planes. 

The German high command 
gaid Nazi planes sank 47 Soviet 
landing boats off the coast of the 
Sea of Azov yesterday and that, in 
the central sector of the Russian 
front 75 Soviet aircraft were shot 
down in an attempt to bomb Ger- 
man airdromes and supply bases.

Pep, who was on the verge of a 
knockout in the sixth round of his 
first bout with Bartolo, was so 
cautious getting underway last 
night that he was held even in the 
first two rounds.

Brass-Saving Process Made 
Available to Expedite 
Munitions Output. 


A patent covering the processing 
of “non-directional” steel] for car- 
tridge parts, long held by the 
Western Cartridge Co., has been 
made freely available to the indus- 
try to expedite the munitions pro- 
duction program, John M. Olin, 
vice-president, announced today. 

Relinquishment of the patent 
will enable ordnance plants and 
other manufacturers to employ the 
technique designed to speed up the 
change-over from brass to steel in 
producing cartridge cases by the 
universal cold-draw method, and 
makes possible the saving of vast 
quantities of brass. The cold-draw 
method forces metal through suc- 
cessive series of dies at high pres- 
sure, and the ductile qualities of 
brass have long made that metal 
ideal for the purpose. Steel, it was 
explained, does not ordinarily yield 
conveniently to this method be- 
cause it has a “directional” grain 
similar to that of wood, and thus 
has a tendency to crack along 
grain lines. 

“Under the Western process,” 
Olin explained, “non-directional 
steel, in which the grain does not 
run in a single direction, produces 
smooth, even draws. While it is 
not necessary to use non-direc- 
tional steel to produce satisfactory 
cases, our process minimizes the 
amount and cost of special equip- 
ment. In many instances, the same 
equipment for drawing brass cases 
can readily be adapted to non- 
directiona] steel.” 

The company’s research in the 
field began about 30 years ago, and 
when brass recently became a crit- 
ical alloy, due to a shortage of cop- 
per, the special process was 
quickly perfected.

UE to the shortage of young men on the home front, many 
[tte have asked my opinion as to the propriety of per- 

mitting the bridesmaids to serve also as ushers. As a mat- 
ter of fact, I printed a letter on this subject almost a year 
ago at which time it seemed very questionable. Since young 
women who know all of the bride’s and bridegroom’s friends 
are so much more efficient than men of an older generation, 
it is perhaps stubborn-minded to hold out against it—at least 
for the duration. Today's letter asks, “Does a bridesmaid 
serving as usher offer her arm to escort a guest to her place?” 
It also asks: “Shall they carry bouquets in the processional 
and may they wear flowers in their hair instead of hats?” 


So agreeing that I see no serious objection to this innova- 
tion, the answers are: A girl usher should not offer her arm 
unless the guest really needs assistance. After the guests are 
seated and it is time for the processional to start, the brides- 
maids cease ushering and go out to the vestibule to meet the 
bride and to be given their bouquets (or whatever they are to 
carry) and take their places ahead of the bride as at every 
wedding. Flowers in place of hats are entirely proper. Remem- 
ber, though, that artificial flowers are much easier to arrange 
on the head than rea] flowers. This is simply a suggestion 
and not a rule. Also, I think it likely that having gone up 
and down the aisle for a half hour or more, they will prob- 
ably be able to walk in the processional with an absence of 
that quavering tenseness so characteristic of bridesmaids.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 
ESTERDAY I spoke in my 
column of controlling the world 
around us, but, of course, this 

is only a temporary control. The 
war we are now engaged in must 
be won, but then we must begin 
the struggle for control of the 
world of the future—the control of 
the people of the world, of a world 
which belongs to them all. Some- 
times this is rather terrifying to 
think about, because the task 
seems so gigantic. It means that 
#0 many people have to be edu- 
cated to struggle for similar objec- 
tives and, unless we succeed in 
this education, our hopes for peace 
are built on very uncertain founda- 
tions, 

People must learn that force is 
a very destructive method of con- 
trol. That reason and cooperation 
are the only methods by which we 
can build a world constructively. 
A newspaper recently asked some 
questions on the post-war world. 
It found that one of the things 
least understood and accepted was 
need for economic cooperation, and 
yet this is one of the basic con- 
siderations if we are to live to- 
gether in peace. A visitor from 
Chile, a social worker who has 
been studying here for some 
months, said to me yesterday: 

“I always find in your country 


an assumption that you have 
things to give us and that you are 
going very consciously about the 
business of being a good neighbor 
and intend to share with us some 
of your culture and _ technica) 
knowledge, But I never find any 
conception of the fact that we 
might have something to give you 
in return.” 

I feel very sure that our rela- 
tions with all the countries of the 
world will have to be undertaken 
on the basis that we will give and 
take, and we have to be humble 
enough to realize that there are 
things we can learn from almost 
every group of people in the world. 

We received the delegates to the 
food conference on the lawn yes- 
terday afternoon after the Presi- 
dent had talked to them in the 
east room, It was very inspiring 
that they held such a harmonious 
conference. I was disappointed 
that there were not more women 
taking part, because I _ think 
women have such a vital interest 
in the canvassing of these subjects 
which are preliminaries to peace 
and which touch the home, where 
every woman's interest centers. 

In the evening I spoke at the 
meeting of the War Activities 
Labor Management Committee of 
the Office of Price Administration, 
during their “tribute to the United 
Nations week.”

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Doctor's Sense 
Of FeelingAids 
In Diagnosis

ESTERDAY we discussed the 

method of diagnosis, which is 

the physical examination, and 
which is defined as the informa- 
tion a doctor can gather by means 
of seeing, feeling and hearing, and 
we briefly went over a case to 
show how the average doctor 
would analyze such results. 

Today let us go on to the next 
method used in physical examina- 
tion—the information a doctor can 
obtain through his sense of feeling. 
Technically this is known as pal- 
pation, and has been used since the 
very earliest times. The father of 
medicine, Hippocrates, used palpa- 
tion thousands of years ago on the 
shores of the Aegean Sea. 

In nearly all of us the sense of 
sight is far more sensitive than the 
sense of feeling and hearing. But 
as many people have found, the 
latent senses can be greatly devel- 
oped. Good surgeons have a very 
delicate sense of feeling. I knew 
one who trained his fingers by 
spending an hour a day feeling ob- 
jects underneath two layers of 
blankets and an eiderdown quilt, 
with his eyes shut, so that when 
he was palpating inside an abdo- 
men he would be able to make the 
most minute distinctions, 

oe": 

THERE WAS ALSO the famous 
case of a physician in Chicago who 
was blind, but who became one of 
the foremost specialists in the 
country in diseases of the heart 
and lungs. Perhaps the very fact 
that he was blind, by compensa- 
tion, increased the acuteness of his 
other senses for diagnosis—those 
of feeling and hearing. 

One of the signs evident to pal- 
pation is crepitus. This was a 
sign, incidentally, that Hippocrates 
described long ago. Crepitus means 
grating and it is felt over a bone 
that has been broken... The two 
ends of the bone are rough and 
after the accident the surgeon, in 
moving the limbs, rubs these two 
edges over each other, which con- 
veys to his fingers the sensation 
of crepitus, or crepitation. 

Palpation is used in many other 
conditions. For instance, if you put 
your hands over the upper part of 
your chest and say, “One, two, 
three,” the sensation or vibration 
will be conveyed #o your fingers. 
This is technically known as vocal 
fremitus. It is obvious that the 
vibration is produced in the vocal 
cords and is carried through the 
air spaces of the lungs, through 
the skin, to the examining fingers.

NOW IF THE LUNG spaces are 
filled up, as in pneumonia and cer- 
tain cases of tuberculosis, the vi- 
bration will be transmitted better, 
which is a valuable sign. If also 
there is a pleurisy, so that a soft 
wall or layer of tissue is inter- 
posed between your fingers and 
the soft tissue, the fremitus will 
be diminished, -which is also a val- 
uable sign. 


-It is evident that it takes a great. 


deal of experience in examining 
normal people and sick people to 
be sure whether the fremitus is 
increased or diminished. This is 
what medical students are sup- 
posed to get in the course of their 
education, 

Palpation is also very valuable 
in examination of the abdomen for 
disease. Many inflammations in 
the abdomen throw the muscles 
above into spasm and very delicate 
shades or degrees of spasm or 
rigidity can be made out by the 
experienced surgeon or diagnos- 
tician,

“I shall get a 
widow's pension from the State,” she informed me, “but it 
will not enable me to stay at home with the children. It will 
be necessary for me to get a job or marry again. The funeral 
expenses of my husband came to $500, and it cost me $150 to 
purchase two burial lots in the cemetery. We had saved 
about $1000, but it is now practically gone. My husband didn't 
earry any life insurance, for he preferred to save money and 
then invest it himself. But I wish we had put our savings 
into life insurance. Don’t you think that is the best plan, 
Dr. Crane?”

IT I8 CERTAINLY the best form of savings for the aver- 
age young couple. In fact, life insurance premiums are the 
only savings the average couple can or should cite while they 
are under the strain of furnishing their home and rearing their 
youngsters. And the best policy in life insurance for a case 
like Dorothy's is the “Family Income” policy. Her husband 
could have afforded at least a $5000 policy of this type. It 
would have paid Dorothy $50 a month for 20 years, and then 
the full face value of $5000 at the end of that time, if her 
husband had died the next day after its issuance. This policy 
is especially adapted to jealous husbands, for it thus protects 
the wife and children during the latter’s minority, so the 
widow doesn’t feel compelled to marry for financial support. 
Y “oR 
IF DOROTHY’S HUSBAND had taken out such a policy 
five years ago on their wedding day, she would still draw $50 
per month for 15 years more, and then would obtain the $5000 
‘im a lump sum. This monthly insurance check of $50, supple- 
mented with her state widow’s pension, would thus have en- 
abled Dorothy to live at home with her children where she 
eould devote her full attention to their care and tutelage. As 
it is, she will probably get a job and work away from home 
till 5 p. m., leaving them on the streets to play or under the 
supervision of some neighbor or relative. Don’t allow yourself 
to be kidded by Social Security pensions and other govern- 
mental aids. These will help, but they will not enable you to 
live comfortably without other funds, unless you hie away to 
a little farm and raise your own foodstuffs, as I have pre- 
viously recommended in this column.

If he was in the Mis- 
souri, upper Mississippi, or Ohio 
river trade, he must “make hay” 
during the summer months, be- 
cause from early winter to late 
spring the streams would be 
choked with ice and unnavigable. 
He might get a job only to have 
the owner of the boat go broke, 
and he would then be paid off in 
promises. 

Knowing New Orleans as I have 


come to know it after nearly three 
quarters of a century spent on the 
river, most of that time in the 
lower Mississippi trade, I some- 
times chuckle as I recall the re- 
mark I made to Snowball likening 
New Orleans to heaven. Certainly 
it is one of the most enchanting 
and beautiful cities I know. But 
not by any stretch of the imagina- 
tion could that wild, early New 
Orleans be likened to heaven—the 
New Orleans of wide-open gam- 
bling halls; cheap brothels, gaudy 
sporting houses, with carpets three 
inches thick and gilt furniture and 
mirrors as big as a _ pilothouse, 
where flashy Creole beauties re- 
ceived as high as a hundred 
doWars for their favors to gentle- 
men able to afford them; of cruel 
murders and political feuds and 
bloody duels. 

But that was not the New 
Orleans I knew during my long, 
enforced stay. I lived in the streets, 
a hand-to-mouth existence, earning 
a penny here or a nickel there 
shining shoes and selling papers or 
flowers. Many a night, as I 
crouched in the doorway of a 
darkened warehouse by the river 
front with the cold rain beating a 
lonesome tattoo, I thought of my 
cozy room in the little frame house 
in St. Louis.

EAS that are just right for 
canning are just right for eat- 
ing fresh—in fact, that’s how 
you know when peas are ready to 
be canned. So when you gather 
a batch of peas for canning, be 
sure to save some out for dinner 
that day. To get the best quality 
in your canned peas, they should 


be not only young and tender, but 
absolutely fresh, too. ‘ 


“Two hours from garden to can” 
is a good motto, but if you can do 
still better, your canned peas will 
show it. -~Get all your canning 
equipment ready before you pick 
the peas—or, if you have to buy 
them, before you bring them home, 
And don’t try to can a large quan- 
tity at one time, or the process 
will take too long. Get busy on 
them just as soon as you bring 
them in, for peas keep on ma- 
turing even after they are picked 
and that young, juicy sweetness 
quickly changes to starchiness. as 
they mature, 


Of course you should not can 
peas at all unless you can process 
them in a pressure cooker. This 
is true of all non-acid vegetables. 
If you have no pressure cooker 
and can’t. borrow one or arrange 
to use one in a community can- 
ning center, better look into the 
matter of home drying.

Canned Peas. 


Four pounds peas in pods make 
about one pound or three cups of 
shelled peas, or about one and 
one-half pints canned. Choose 
only young, tender peas; prepare 
and can immediately after pick- 
ing. Wash the pods, then shell 
and wash the shelled peas. Add 
to them just enough boiling water 
to cover, bring to a boil and cook 
for four minutes. Pack the peas 
not too compactly into clean, hot 
pint jars, filling them to within 
one inch of the top; then pour 
over them the boiling water in 
which they were pre-cooked, fill- 
ing to % inch from the top. Seal 
or partially seal jars (according 
to directions for particular type 
you are using) and process for 
45 minutes at 240 degrees or 10 
pounds pressure. When time is 
up, allow pressure cooker to re- 
main unopened until pressure 
gauge registers zero and for 5 
minutes after, Then open pet- 
cock, remove lids and lift jars to 
a wire rack where they can cool 
quickly but out of any draft. If 
necessary, complete seal immedi- 
ately. When cold, test seal as di- 
rected for your particular type of 
jar and allow to stand out for 
about a week before storing, to

Need a Change Too 


HEN a child who has been 
W ordinarily happy becomes 
troublesome, goes down phys 
ically, drops off in lessons, in some 
way or in many ways indicates 
that all igs not well in his world, 
a change of some sort is a helpful 
remedy. At least it will bring re- 
lief to his suffering family, and at 
best, it will help to adjust him to 
the situation that bothers him. 

Sometimes perfectly healthy chil- 
dren will slow down for no other 
reason than a lack of stimulation 
in their environment. They have 
become callous in their minds and 
the routines of home and school 
fail to call out any active response. 
They are idle and inattentive and 
slow and everybody, who has any- 
thing to do with them, begins 
prodding and coaxing and scold- 
ing, with scant result. Such chil- 
dren need a change. 

If they are in school, there is 
the difficulty of interrupted work 
to consider before sending them 
off to visit grandma, or auntie.

much, much better.” He really 
will, oftener than not. 

And, after you have tried chang- 
ing things about, he does no bet- 
ter, is still balking, still crying at 
bedtime, still refusing to eat, still 
failing to do and to be as healthy 
children always do and are, ask 
for help from a specialist. He 
probably will say, “Try a change 
of scene,” a change of diet, a 
change of playmates.”

South Set, 
Could Have 
Made Game; 


By Ely Culbertson 


HE same players who take ev- 
Te finesse in sight, whether or 
not they are necessary, shy 
away from other finesses that may 
be vital to the development of the 
best plan. Consider this case: 
South, dealer. 
East-West vulnerable, 


The bidding: 
South West 
1 spade 
Pass 
4 diamonds 
Pass 
Baas 

West's bidding was aggressive 
almost to the point of being bel- 
ligerent, but he got away with it, 
including his final double. 

The club king was opened, fol 
lowed by the ace and a low club. 
Declarer ruffed, cashed the ace 
and king of spades (no doubt re- 
joicing in the fact that he would 
not have to lose a spade _ trick), 
then returned a diamond and hope- 
fully finessed the ten-spot. West 
won with the jack and shifted to 
a heart. Declarer reflected that 
the heart finesse would do him no 
good (he was right at this stage), 
hence, he put up the ace and tried 
another diamond finesse to the 
queen, When this also lost, he was 
down one. 

In view of West’s double of four 
diamonds, a less-than-game con- 
tract, it was not remarkable that 
both the king and jack of dia- 
monds were off side and, indeed, 
declarer should have anticipated 
that condition. He was right in 
feeling that the heart finesse would 
be worthless in so far as providing 
a diamond discard was concerned, 
but he ignored the point that «a 
great strategic advantage could be 
gained through that very heart 
finesse. The play should have gone 
as follows: 

Declarer ruffs the third elub and 
promptly finesses hearts, discard- 
ing a diamond on the heart ace 
and ruffing the low heart. It is this 
elimination of hearts from both 
hands, not the discard of a dia- 
mond, that is the object of the 
finesse. Declarer now leads two 
rounds of trumps, ending in dum- 
my, and then returns a diamond 
to the ten or queen. West, on win- 
ning the trick, cannot help making 
a return that wrecks the defense, 
If he leads back a heart or a club, 
declarer discards a diamond from 
dummy while ruffing in his own 
hand, and then does not have to 
worry about a second diamond loé- 
er. If West returns a diamond, 
declarer is presented with an “au- 
tomatic” finesse,

One cake compressed yeast, one 


tablespoon lukewarm water, one 
and one-fourth cups milk, one ta- 
blespoon shortening, one teaspoon 
salt, one cup rolled oats, three ta- 


blespoons sugar (brown preferred), 
two and two-third cups flour. 
Ceasibie yeast in water. Heat 
milk, shortening and salt until hot. 
Pour over oats in large bowl. Let 
stand until lukewarm. Add yeast 
and two cups flour. Stir thorough- 


ly. Add rest of flour and mix. The 
mixture should not cling to the 
side of the bow!, so if it sticks add 
a little more flour. Cover with 
cloth and let rise until doubled in 
bulk—this usually takes about two 
hours. Cut into small pieces and 


roll into one-half inch balls and 
place three together on greased 
baking sheets for rolls. Space each 
roll one and one-half inches. If 
bread is to be made, carefully place 
the dough into a greased pan. Let 
the rolls or bread rise until dou-
